They 
look at the increased total, smile 
and walk out. But on the way 
out they both speak of their 
worry about inflation reducing 

the value of their savings. 

At the lending window a man 
is engaged in a violent argunient 
with the teller. In fact, an as- 
sistant has come up. It is ex- 
plained over and over to the 
would-be customer that he al- 
ready has borrowed a sum, used 
to pay up his installment pay- 
ment debts, and that his monthly 
notes to the bank are almost 
equal to his salary. If he gets 
more he will have bound himself 
to pay more than he makes. The 
man at the window insists he 
will find a way to pay it back. 

This, in a vastly oversimpli- 
fied manner, is the meaning of 
inflation.

The Joneses 

Not enough people are saving. 
Too many persons are borrow- 
ing to buy things just to keep 
up with the Joneses, or for some 
other reason equally invalid. 

This, again oversimplified, is 
the explanation of the rise in in- 
terest rates recently announced 
by the Federal Reserve System. 
It does not want our money, or 
currency, to be continually de- 
valued. In a very real sense, the 
FRS can be said to be on the 
side of the “little man.” 

The FRS is reaching, too, for 
the big spender 

For some years now the indus- 
trialist has looked at the rising 
cost of construction, and known 
that if he did not then and there 
go into the market and borrow 
money with which to expand his 
plant he was a financial fool._If 
he then and there did just that 
the rising interest rates and 
increased prices of the years 
ahead would mean, in effect, that 
he would pay no interest on his 
loan. The speculator in building 
has done the same. 

The net result has been a vast 
expansion in capital investment. 
Costs were going up and the tax 
structure combined to make it 
attractive. The result is that to- 
day many industries, including 
the key one of steel, are operat- 
ing well below capacity. There 
seems to be no denial of the fact 
that much of the capital invest- 
ment in plant expansion has not 
been used. 


In Housing 

In housing, low rental con- 
struction lagged. 

High rent, luxury 
went on apace. 

The same thing, on a reduced 
scale, applied to all of us—or, at 
least, to millions of us. We saw 
“things” for sale. We knew that 


as inflation continued we would 
see the price go up. So, even 
though we did not need many of 
these “‘things,’”’ we bought them 
because we “might” need them 
later, or on the theory that every- 
one else has them. 

The Federal Reserve System is 
really on the side of thrift... 
and, therefore, of those who 
save. Because of the FRS rais- 
ing of discount rates, savers 
have been encouraged and cap- 
ital investment has heen re- 
duced. Inflation has been 
slowed. 

Those most eager for inflation 
to be allowed to climb as fast 
as it can are those who specu- 
late and those who profit by tak- 
ing in a 100-cent dollar and pay- 
ing off, after inflation has de- 
valued the money, with an 80- 
cent dollar. 

There will be political attacks 
on the Federal Reserve System 
in the Congress by those pres- 
sure lobbies representing 
groups which make a fast turn- 
over . , . and therefore con- 
tinually are able to pay off in 
cheaper dollars. 

‘But even though the average 
citizen may not understand the 
intricacies of the money market, 

does know things cost more 
every month and he therefore 
has come to believe the FRS 
somehow is on his side.

3 Alpinists 
Given Up 
For Dead 


Rescuers Yield 
To Icey Peak 


GRINDELWALD, Switzerland, 
Aug. 12 (®—Mountain guides aban- 
doned attempts to go down the 
sheer, snow-covered north wall of 
Eiger Mountain today to rescue 
three trapped Alpinists. They as- 
sumed the three had perished. 

“No lives will be risked in order 
to bring dead men down from the 
north wall,” said Swiss guide 
Peter Frei, chief of 90 volunteers 
from seven nations who had come 
here for the huge rescue opera- 
tion. 

“To go down the wall in this 
much snow would be _ suicidal 
folly,’ another guide said. 

The Alpinists — two Germans 
and an Italian — were in a group 
of four who started up the wall 
Aug. 3. They became trapped two 
or three days later, unable to go 
up or down. 

In a dramatic maneuver that 
will go down in mountain-climbing 
history one of the four was res- 
esed yesterday. He was Claudio 
Corti, 29, of Lecco, Italy, who was 
brought almost 1,200 feet to the 
summit on the back of German 
guide Alfred Helepart. Helepart 
went down on a_ winch-operated 
cable. No one ever has climbed 
down the wall. 

The 13,036-foot mountain has one 
of the sheerest rock faces in the 
Alps. Blizards and thunderstorms 
brought a halt to the rescue oper- 
ation yesterday. 

The two Germans, Guenther 
Nothdurft, 27, and Goetz Meier, 
26, were last seen on the ledge 
from which Corti was rescued. 
Dangling out in space on a rope 
about 300 feet below the ledge is 
Italian guide Stefano Longhi, 44, 
also of Lecco, Italy. 

It is presumed the two Germans 
fell to their deaths. The drop to 
the valley floor below is 6,000 feet. 

Longhi, who apparently was in- 
jured in a rock fall several days 
ago, was seen today through tele- 
scopes but his body was hanging 
upside down, motionless and 
covered with snow. | 

There had been slim hopes that 
the two Germans had made it to 


the side of the wall where there 
is a cabin. Guides reached the hut 


this afternoon but found no sign 
'of the Germans.

Rights Compromise 
Faces New Hurdle 


Senate Democratic Leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson has predicted passage by Con- 
gress of a civil rights bill with a jury 
trial provision by next week. Unless the 
GOP decides to scuttle the compromise, 
many in Washington, including Southern- 
ers, see it as the best way out. 

In the first place, failure to pass the 
measure would make certain the contro- 
versy would be continued. It would bring 
on new and perhaps even more objec- 
tionable bills at the next session of Con- 
gress. It further would split the Demo- 
crats, redounding in favor of the Repub- 
licans in next year’s congressional elec- 
tions. 

A GOP-controlled Congress might pass 
even more drastic legislation. 

The bill as it now stands provides for 
& six-man study commission to investigate 
civil rights problems, Except for the pro- 
vision which would permit it to carry on 
its work in secret, this appears to be just 
another of the numerous such study 
groups. 

The second section creates a new as- 
sistant attorney general to preside over 
a civil rights division in the Department 
of Justice. Thanks to Sen. Russell and 
others in the Senate, the division has been 
shorn of its power to tyrannize and coerce 
every individual and community in the 
land. 


As it now stands, the third section 
gives the attorney general certain powers 
in the civil rights field. It 1s this section 
to which the jury trial amendment has 
been inserted—in cases involving criminal 
contempt of a court order. 

The fourth and final part of the bill 
permits the attorney general to get an in- 
junction to stop anyone from interfering 
with a citizen’s right to vote. It does not 
abolish the right of states to set up voter 
qualifications. This is the section under 
which the bill was peddled to the country 
by the GOP—a voting rights bill. 

Although Southerners in Congress can- 
not say they like the bill, Sen. Johnson’s 
statement would indicate that it is at least 
acceptable in its present form. If accept- 
ance can end the widening GOP-inspired 
cleavage in the Democratic Party, the 
country could go about solving its prob- 
lems without the bitterness and agitation 
of the past 15 years. 

The original bill was vicious in its con- 
tent and in its intent. The compromise 
removed the worst features. If it is reject- 
ed in the House, the whole weary, destruc- 
tive process will begin all over again with 
the South the political victim of the GOP 
and the liberal wing of the Democrats.

Now the municipal court judges have 
promised to double and triple the penal- 
ties for lottery players. Enough of this 
kind of medicine could be an effective de- 
terrent to those who have a yen for bet- 
ting 

Another encouraging step is the an- 
nouncement that idlers and Sunday boot- 
leggers are in for rough treatment in the 
along with persons possessing il- 
legal whisky. 

The crackdown on vice has many 
facets. Police officers must take the initi- 
ative in finding violators and making ar- 
But their work is wasted if the 
courts fail to follow through. 

It must be remembered that the lottery 
player and the purchaser of illegal whis- 
ky, as well as the lottery operator and the 
bootlegger, are law violators. The new 
schedule of penalties in municipal court 
is a needed step in recognizing that 
fact.

Jackson Count y Jury 
Asks Fee System End 


The Grand Jury in Jackson County 
has arrived at a sentiment becoming more 
and more popular these days. 

The grand jurors for the August Su- 
perior Court term in Jefferson have rec- 
ommended that all county officials now 
on a fee basis be put on straight salary. 

We undefstand the recommendation 
has the assent of at least one county offi- 
cial who would like to have the county 
assume the cost of office overhead, which 
he now has to pay. 

The Jackson County jurors also have 
recommended the combination of the of- 
fices of tax collector and tax receiver into 
the one office of tax commissioner. This 
suggested change, too, is in keeping with 
the trend. 

Counties which are becoming more 
and more populous with more and more 
courthouse business are finding that the 
taxpayer benefits when the county offi- 
cial is put on a reasonable and fair salary 
and the various fees and “costs” attend- 
ant to the office go into, the county 
treasury. 

On the other hand, in counties where 
there has been a decrease in population 
and hence of business, the county official 
knows under the salary system exactly 
what he can count on as his pay for the 
year. 

There are reports that under the sal- 
ary plan, some sheriffs have not been as 
active in serving warrants as they were 
when they got fees. 

There is a control in that case. 

The sheriff who does not want to work 
for his salary does not have to offer for 
re-election. 

If he is delinquent in the performance 
of his duties, the voters have it within 
their power to see that he doesn’t get a 
chance to be delinquent for a second term.

Secretary of State Dulles has told a 
congressional committee that he doesn’t 
care whether the State Department or the 
foreign aid loan program makes friends 
for the United States in other countries of 
the world. 

Not for a minute, Mr. Dulles is report- 
ed to have said, does he think the purpose 
of the State Department is to make 
friends. Its purpose is to look out for the 
best interests of the United States. He 
doesn’t care either, whether those coun- 
tries we aid “like us or hate us.”

Some historians call it a policy of permanent purge and believe 
it is an inherent part of the Communist system. 


Democracy has found the way 
to make decisions, meet problems 
and change leadership through or- 
derly procedures. The Commu- 
nists have not; they probably can- 
not operate through such peaceful 
and rational methods. Tyranny 
and violence are essential to their 
maintenance of control. 

Stalin died in March, 1953, and 
was succeeded by a triumvirate of 
Malenkov, Beria and Molotov. 
Beria was executed. After suc- 
cessive demotions, Malenkov and 
Molotov have now been stripped 
of position and authority. Purged 
with them are Kaganovich, long a 
top administrator in the U.S.S.R., 
and Shepilov, the Communist Par- 
ty theorist advanced to top rank 
by Khrushchev himself. 

Others are said to be in danger 

Now Khrushchev is close to the 
controls of supreme power. The 
governing presidium is enlarged 
and stacked with his followers. 
There is no seeming rival on the 
horizon, unless it be Marshal Zhu- 
kov, army spokesman. 

Yet the Soviet story is that there 
are always rivals, real, imagined 
or manufactured, to be purged. A 
backward look is instructive. 

Lenin died and a fierce fight for 
the succession between Stalin and 
Trotsky ensued. Stalin won, al- 
though Trotsky was Lenin's choice. 
For a quarter of a century, de- 
spite Stalin’s position as one of the 
most powerful tyrants in history, 
he was eliminating real or im- 


’ 


agined enemies. Thousands of 
Communist leaders, great and 
small, died in the 1934 ‘‘reign of 
terror’ and the 1936 ‘‘blood purge.”’ 
Comrades, heroes and old Bolshe- 
viks of yesterday were being de- 
nounced as ‘‘deviationists’”’ and 
“traitors” today and executed to- 
morrow. 

Always optimistic Americans al- 
ready have found silver clouds 
breaking out of the latest Red ex- 
plosion. Khrushchev is such a jolly 
fellow, perhaps his triumph will 
bring happier flights for the dove 
of peace. 

On the Khrushchev record, such 
optimism is not, justified. Here is 
no liberal, no moderate, no de- 
voted angel of peace. Far from 
it! Khrushchev first won Stalin's 
favor by directing a bloody purge 
in the Ukraine. He rose to power 
under Stalin’s watchful eye. He 
has talked much of peace, but 
there have been no firm acts to 
follow the words. And it was un- 
der Khrushchev that Hungary's 
‘freedom fight’’ of last fall was 
so ruthlessly crushed by Russian 
armed force. 

Frequently, President Eisenhow- 
er has warned Americans not to 
be deceived or beguiled by words 
or appearances whenthinking 
abaut Soviet Russia. He has urged 
“definite watchfulness” and in- 
sistence on ‘‘deeds, not words,” 
in respect to peace and interna- 
tional relations. This is good, solid 
advice right now.

They a are on for 
what they can get. The world owes them a living. They are grabbers 


and they are intolerably possessive. 


Their world centers in them- 
sleeves, their needs and desires, 
their health and happiness, their 
good fortune and success. Often 
they are indulgent, intemperate 
and spoiled. 

But the plus people are those 
who add to life. If they have 
wealth they divide it. If they have 
privileges they covet the same 
for every man. If they are well- 
born, they seek the opportunity 
to bless others. If they are ed- 
ucated, they want to teach. Some- 
how in some way these people 
add to the richness, the beauty 
and the meaning of the life of 
everyone else.

U nqualitied Land 
Ambassadorships 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower, Secre- 
tary Dulles and the Ceylonese ambassador to 
the United States have all gracefully come to 


the aid of Mexwell Gluck, who flunked his Senate committee quiz 
on foreign affairs but was nevertheless confirmed as the new 


American ambassador to Ceylon. 
You will recall that when the 
secret testimony taken by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee on the appointment was 
disclosed, it developed that Gluck 
was notably free of knowledge of 
the country to which he was as- 
signed, and when asked to name 
the Prime Minister of Ceylon’s 
great and influential neighbor, 
India, he replied that he knew but 
couldn’t pronounce the name. 


Ambassador Gluck appears to 
have fared better at the hands of 
the Ceylonese than at the hands 
of the senators, at least his sen- 
atorial quizmasters. Ambassador 
R. S. Gunawardene saM he and 
his colleagues like him fine. 

President Eisenhower said he 
never even knew ~Gluck was a 
$30,000 contributor to the 1956 
Republican presidential campaign 
and he would not have given it 
the slightest consideration. That 
is undoubtedly true but it is also 
undoubtedly true that those who 
recommended him to the Presi- 
dent knew it very well. 

Secretary Dulles said that he 
well might not know the name of 
a particular foreign minister or 
might make some other such 
blooper before a congressional 
committee if he weren’t thorough- 
ly briefed before each appearance

and that Gluck hadn’t had time 
to be briefed. True, but what as- 
tonished critical senators about 
Gluck was not his lack of specifie 
facts but lack of evidence of any 
developed interest in foreign af- 
fairs. 

The truth of the matter is that 
the appointment to an important 
diplomatic post of a bright, weal- 
thy businessman without manifest 
qualifications is no rarity in U.S. 
diplomacy. 

The root trouble is not the Gluck 
appointment per se. This may turn 
out to be accidentally a very good 
appointment. The root trouble is 
the low level of salary and allow- 
ance for our ambassadors which 
makes it necessary, when going 
outside the Foreign Service pro- 
fessionals, to limit the choice to 
people of large means. 

This limitation stems directly 
from Congress. 

Finally, it seems to me that the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee is performing a public dis- 
service by conducting secret hear- 
ings on diplomatic appointments 
or any other appointments. They 
ought to be in the open. 

Whose business is this, anyway? 
It’s the public business. It’s no 
good having the facts out when # 
is too late.

To lay the foundation for dis- 
armament, we would agree to 
permit inspection of our country 
and the rest of North America 
above the Rio Grande and all of 
Europe as well, if Russia in ex- 
change would permit inspection 
of her own territory and that of 
her satellites. 

There are hold-backs. What 
are they? 

One is fear of a quick surprise 
attack now possible with airplanes 
and missiles and, because of 
atomic bombs, the quick attack 
could knock out a whole nation, 
if not wipe it out. 

But if we can remove fear by 
inspection and come to trust one 
another, then disarmament could 
follow step by step and almost au- 
tomatically, as President Eisen- 
hower put it. He explained how 
we now have enlarged inspection 


plans beyond just us and Russia, 


as he proposed at Geneva, to in- 
clude NATO allies. They 
were to come in because 


they recognized “the one great 
truth” which he described thus: 


“If we can relieve the world 
of the great fear of surprise, 
devastating attack, then disarma- 
ment, in my opinion, will follow 
step by step almost automatical- 
ly. . . . So now, our allies and 
ourselves proposed the inspection 
of all North America, north of 
the Rio Grande, and all of Eu- 
rope in exchange for the same 
inspectional privileges of Russia 
and her satellites. 

“Now if this could be enter- 
tained even for a moment, and 
we could make any progress, I 
would consider it the greatest ray 
of hope that has arrived on this 
dark scene since I have been in 
the White House. 

“But, failing that, we have pro- 
posed also a more limited area 
which would not expose any of 
the central secrets probably of 
either side, but which would give 
us an opportunity to test the 


‘ methods, procedures, and to see 


whether they will work, to see 
whether we can develop neg 
confidence as between the oppos 
ing parties to go a little further. 

“Now, remember this: We can 
talk all we want about specific 
measures of disarmament. Noth- 
ing is going to work unless it ig 
preceded by or accompanied by 
some little growth in mutual con- 
fidence."’

U.N. Debate on Hungary 
Sept. 10 Assured by Poll

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Aug. 12—The general 
assembly is expected to reconvene Sept. 10 to discuss a 
report by a special committee on the Soviet suppression 
of the revolt in Hungary last fall. 


A majority of the member 
states replied affirmatively in a 
poll on the issue. An official an- 
nouncement may be forthcoming 
by the end of this week. 

Informed sources disclosed to- 
day that Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold had forwarded to 
Prince Wan Waithayakon of 
Thailand, president of the as- 
sembly, the results of the poll to 


date. Although the tally is in- 
complete, more than enough gov- 
ernments approved the Sept. 10 
date to assure the necessary 
margin, the sources said. No fig- 
ures were available. 

The United States has been a 
leading mover in the attempt to 
recall the llth assembly, now 
suspended, to consider the Hun- 
garian report. The opening of 
the new, 12th assembly is sched- 
uled for Sept. 17. 

It is not expected that the de- 
bate on Hungary would be com- 
pleted in the intervening seven 
days, but rather that the discus- 
sion will be carried over, on a 
priority basis, into the 12th ses- 
sion. 

All that remains to be done on a 
procedural basis to insure the 
Sept. 10 meeting, it is under- 
stood, is for Prince Wan to de- 
cide to have the secretariat call 
the member states. This will be 
done, by all indications, after 
consultations on Prince Wan’s 
behalf with the members of the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (®—The 
State Department today warned 
48 Americans now in Russia that 
going through with their planned 
trip to Red China “‘would be sub- 
versive” of U.S. foreign policy. 

The strong statement was made 
at a news conference by Lincoln 
White, department press chief. 


OLD ENOUGH TO KNOW 


White said the Americans, part 
of 150 who attended a Communist- 
sponsored World Youth Festival 
in Moscow, are well aware of the 
U.S. ban on travel to Red China. 
And, he declared, “All of them 
are old enough to know what 
they’re doing.” 

White said, ‘‘Travel to Red Chi- 
na is not only contrary to passport 
regulations in force, but would be 
subversive of the well-known for- 
eign policy on which these pass- 
port regulations are based.” 

This policy, he said, is simple: 
The United States refuses diplo- 
matic recognition with China’s 
Red Communist regime and holds 
travel to the China mainland to be 
“not in the American interest.”’ 


AWAIT ACTUAL VISIT 


White refused to say what the 
State Department might do if the 
youths defy the ban.

A Record 4s 
67 Million 
Hold Jobs 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (UP)— 
Total employment in the United 
States jumped to an all-time high 
of 67,200,000 last month—700,000 
above the previous record set in 
June, the government announced 
today. 

A joint announcement by the 
Commerce and Labor depart- 
ments also said that unemploy- 
ment dropped to three million—a 
decline of 300,000 from June. 

The government said the 
increase in employment reflected 
“further hiring of young people in 
summer activities.’ 


FARMERS GAIN 


All non-farm employment, ex- 
cept manufacturing, increased or 
held steady. Factory job totals fell 
a bit more than usual during the 
summer to 16,700,000. 

There was a slight rise in farm 
employment in contrast to the us- 
ual dip following the early sum- 
mer peak. 


Employment in trade remained 
almost unchanged, the govern- 
ment said, in contrast to its usual 
summer drop. However, the con- 
tinuing rise in construction em- 
ployment was limited in some 
areas by shortages resulting from 
the cement strike. 


STUDENTS ACTIVE 


The government said non-agri- 
cultural employment _ totaled 
59,400,000 — a gain of half a mil- 
lion over the June figure. The re- 
port said this indicated increased 
hiring of students for summer 
work. 

The government said “‘total un- 
employment was not significantly 
different from the July 1956 level.’’ 
The number of workers drawing 
state unemployment insurance 
checks rose by 90,000 in July to 
nearly 1,400,000. The report said 
this was the hesult of “‘temporary 
plant shut-downs customary at 
this time of year.”

The ambassador, 
Morros reported, ordered the film | 
destroyed. 


GOT ALONG FAMOUSLY 


Morros got along famously with 
the Russians. Soble had “built 
up a legend that I was a mil- 
lionaire.”’ I never asked for and 
never received any money from 
the Russians, he said. In fact, 
Morros said he is now “‘broke,”’ 
having spent $2,000,000 of his own 
money to further his spy activi- 
ties. 

It was not until 1950 that Mor- 
ros knew he had been completely 
accepted by the Russian secret 
police—the G.P.U. He was in 
Moscow and was dined and wined 
for ten hours by Gen. Petr Vas- 
silievich Fedotov, head of the 
G.P.U. 

He said that never once during 
his long masquerade did his wife, 
son, relatives or friends “have 
any inkling of my activity which 
took me to Europe 68 times, in- 
cluding Moscow and East Berlin.” 

Sounding a note of warning, 
Morros said, “I want to empha- 
size that the Russian plot is far 
more strongly organized in this 
country and throughout the world 
than is generally understood by 
our people.

Her Problem Is Parents

Dear Mrs. Ricker: 

I am a 15-year-old girl. I make average 
grades in school, enjoy social activities and have 
a wonderful group of friends. Anyone who knows 
me would think I would be the last person to 
have problems. But my problem is an old one. 

I am quite sure that whatever answer you 
give me will not help, but I felt that I just had 
to wrile to you. 

My problem begins and ends with my parents. 
It isn't that they don’t treat me right or anythirg 
like that. It’s just that I have no special love or 
affection for them. I'd even go as far as to say 
my friends and people I know in general mean 
more to me than my very own parents! E\ ery 
so often I fly off the handle and tell them so. I 
know it hurts them, but it is forgotten in a 
couple of weeks. 

I long for the day when I'll be out of their 
sight, working and earning my own money to 
pay them back for the food, clothing, shelter and 
education they gave me. 

Well, that’s that—now it’s up to you to try to 
figure this out. Believe me if you can I'll be 
about the happiest girl in the world because this 
problem makes me feel as if something has gone 
wrong in my life. 


If your letter can be taken at face value I 
think your problem “begins and ends’ with you 
rather than your parents. Something has gone 
wrong in your life and it seems to be your atti- 
tude toward them. 

Some people are born with a greater capacity 
to love than others, but if (as you say) you have 
no complaints about your parents it is difficult to 
understand why friends, and even acquaintances, 
mean more to you than Mom and Dad. 

You write that you know it hurts your parents 
when you tell them you don’t love them, but you 
tell. them just the same. So, it appears to me 
that you are behavmg like a selfish, spoiled brat 
who obviously has little if any consideration for 


your parents. 

I doubt that this letter will make you “‘the 
happiest girl in the world.’”’ But I am hoping it 
will, perhaps, start you thinking in the right 
direction and make you see your parents in a 
different light—and as a result you will become 
a happier, more lovable girl. 

If you were in serious trouble or very ill, just 
how many of your friends and acquaintances 
would come to your rescue? How long would 
their friendship last if you talked to them as you 
do to your parents? 

I wish you could spend just one day with me 
reading some of the letters I receive from teen- 
agers. Some of these youngsters’ parents are 
cruel, abusive, neglectful, unreasonable and ob- 
viously do not love them, yet many boys and 
girls say, in effect, ‘“‘I love my parents dearly, I 
just wish they would be different.’ 

You have a lot to learn, my dear, and I think 
it should start with learning to appreciate, under- 
stand and be thankful that you have kind and 
loving parents.

Recently her best friend, Diane, and I discovered 
we like each other very much. 

I would like to tell Chris before she hears it 
from someone else but it would break her heart 
and ruin her friendship with Diane.

HOLLY CREEK—Now I don’t know whose fault it is, mine or 
the mountains’, but it is quite apparent that together we're not 
suited to intellectual pursuits. 

My fond delusion has ever been that while I might not be able 
to dredge up any fresh ideas or images I could sure put down 
a lot of old ones that have been haunting me, if I were free to 
hide away in the mountains far from the distractions and blandish- 
ments of civilization. | 


The trouble is that the mountains offer a few blandishments 
of their own—and not the least of these is: 

FOOD. 

Now I know that any self-respecting intellectual with a burn- 
ing zeal to write should be willing to starve for art. And to give 
myself credit, I almost was. At least I told the children we 
would bring along a pot roast which I would cook slowly on the 
old Buckeye Queen. And when that is gone, I told them, we will 
eat peanut butter and tuna fish sandwiches, which you will make 
yourselves and we'll wash down with creek water. 


But, of course, I reckoned without these rice, green, productive 
hills. We came to Holly Creek on Friday and dusk found us in a 
neighbor’s garden. We went just to look, I vow we did! And it 
was a sight worth seeing. Tomatoes taller than any of our heads 
with great ripe globules of fruit hanging from them like Christ- 
mas tree ornaments. Beans and okra and corn ready for the 
picking. Squash like heaps of gold under the luxuriant green 
leaves. 


Water piped from the creek soaked the ground slowly. A cool 
breeze came down from the hill and stirred around in the tassels 
of the corn, plucking an early apple from the tree and practically 
tossing it into my lap. 

Well, what could I do? 

Naturally I couldn’t let my little children eat peanut butter 
in the midst of such bounty. We left the neighbor’s garden creak- 
ing under the weight of beans and corn and tomatoes. (They 
even threw in a piece of smoked bacon to cook with the beans!) 


Today the typewriter, conveniently set up on the screened 


porch with a fine view of the creek, has reproached me silently 
while I snapped beans and lovingly washed them in the creek. 
The ice ‘cold water of a mountain stream seems to have a special 
way with beans and I squatted on a rock in the middle of the 
creek letting the emerald snaps and the pearly shells float through 
my fingers. The heap of manuscript I brought along is a little 
spotty from the milky juice of the corn. ‘I could have boiled it, 
I know, but I’ve been hankering for some creamed corn and 
with such a good supply on hand it seemed a shame not to scrape 
it from the cob.) 


The pot roast is slowly browning in the old iron pot, adding 
its bit to the medley of other cooking fragrances. The children 
have gone to swim and there’s nothing to disturb me except the 
sweet song of the creek and the occasional sigh of a burning oak 
stick settling in the stove. 

I have taken out bond paper, carbon and second sheets. I have 
even read over a chapter or two to refresh my memory. But my 
mind really isn’t on writing. I keep wishing I'd told the children 
to drive by the Gudgers’ and see if they can find some butter- 
milk, country butter and maybe a little fresh ground meal. 


If I had brought the makings I might run up an apple cobbler. 
In any case I’ve got to go poke up the fire and bring in a basket 
of wood—and maybe I ought to take a look at the tomatoes, which 
are cooling in the spring. 

It’s plain to see that if I’m going to starve for art I'll have 
to leave the mountains to do it.

BAD FOR BOTH 

The adage of “‘grit your teeth 
and take the baby out if it kills 
you’’ is as bad for the baby as 
for the mother. If you're that 
tired, push the baby’s crib to a 
sunny window, raise the window, 
bundle him up as though he were 


going out (if the weather re- 
quires bundling), and go to sleep 
yourself. It’s the finest walk a 


tired mother ever had. 

If you, the mother, are feeling 
fine, take the baby out. Babies 
need a change of atmosphere as 
much as they need fresh air and 
sunshine. If it’s so cold your 
teeth chatter, stay home. If it’s 
so hot you are drenched in per- 
spiration at every step, stay 
home. Freezing or roasting will 
not benefit any baby, small or 
large. 


In taking a new baby out, 
make his outings gradual—a 
stroll around the block the first 
day, a stroll around two blocks 
the second, and so on up to an 
hour or more in the nearest park 
if you have an hour or more to 
spare. 

BACK YARD GOOD 

If you have a back yard, you 
are in clover, for baby and all 
can be moored. If you live on a 
third floor and have a safe, 
railed porch, you are equally in 
clover, for fresh air and sun- 


shine are not restricted to parks 
and sidewalks. 


Whether the baby is pushed or 
moored, the best time of day for 
his winter and early spring out- 
ing is between 10 a.m. and 2 
p.m. when the sun’s rays are 
brightest, strongest, and warm- 
est.

Do your everyday movements 
help you to keep in shape? 
The other day a friend re- 
marked that she found she was 
habitually hoisting herself up 
by the aid of the chair arms, 
and that by so doing her hip 
muscles had become flabby. 


It is true that when routine 
movements are, performed in- 
correctly, we miss out on one 
of the most effective means of 
keeping in tone. Get on the 
beam. See that every move you 
make all day, every day, serves 
to keep your muscles in tone 
and your figure in shape. 


The simple movement of sit- 
ting down and rising from a 


chair can be turned to good ac- 
count. Test to see which mus- 
cles you use. Choose the host's 
chair of the dining set. As you 
sit down, don’t use your arms, 
use the ‘‘youth” muscles on the 
thighline as you lower your- 
self into the chair. 


KEEP BACK STRAIGHT 


Sit well back in the chair 
seat, with back of hips against 
the back of the chair. Sit in easy 
balance, with head and chest 
in line with pelvic girdle. Now 
lean back. That’s fine, but keep 
the control through the midsec- 
tion instead of collapsing in the 
middle. 

In reaching forward, move 
all-in-a-piece, lean forward from 


the base of the spine, not from 


the waist. By keeping your back 
straight and shoulders in line, 
the hip muscles are brought in- 
to the movement. Don’t ‘‘bend”’ 
forward. 


How do you pick up some- 
thing from the floor? The 
youth-prolonging way is to have 
one foot a short step ahead of 
the other and bend at the 
joints . . . benf knee and thigh 
joints, keeping your back in a 
fairly straight line, hips tucked 
under. 


If you catch yourself swoop- 
ing down, knees straight in- 
stead of using your joints, re- 
peat the movement, bending 
correctly. Soon this will be- 


come beautiful habit. If the 
object you are picking up is 
heavy, using those powerful 
thigh muscles will help to spare 
your back. 


ACTRESS 


Watch a seasoned actress in 
the theater, or on the motion 
picture or TV screen. Beautiful 
movement is an important part 
of her training. Not only does 
she move well “on stage,”’ but 
in everyday activities, and this 
is one reason actresses stay so 
remarkably young looking. 

The posture rule is to keep 
control through the middle mus- 
cles, then shoulders can be re- 
laxed and easy and your head 
balanced, chin level. Correct

The Skipper noticed you studying 
the pictures and looked over his shoul- 
der at the team shot of the 1914 
Braves. He was an outfielder on the 
Miracle Team which Georgian George 
Stallings lashed to a pennant in the 
greatest stretch run _ baseball has 
known. From last place in July to the 
pennant and a four-game sweep over 
the Philadelphia A’s in the World 
series 

“That Stallings was some- 
thing,”’ Larry said. *‘He could tear 
down a clubhouse and lift up a 
team. It was really a miracle 
team. We had no idea in July that we’d win the pennant, but 
we had great pitching, and the club just caught fire. Everything 
we did was right: it was a year to remember.” 

Ability to handle men was one of the many reasons Larry 
Gilbert managed for 25 seasons in the Southern and finished in the 
second divisions only three times. He was a genius at getting the 
most out of the least. 


—You Don’t Need a Lift at the Top 


Many players who couldn’t get along with other managers had 
their greatest years under Larry. Tom Drake, Boots Poffenberger, 
Red Evans, Greek George are a few you'll recall. 

‘‘How did I handle those guys? I just treated them like I'd like 
to be treated. As long as they produced for me, I gave them a 
free rein off the field.” 

Perhaps Mrs. Gilbert explained it best: “He gave them a pat 
when they were down. No one needs a lift when they’re on top.” 

Baseball is now a dying stepchild in New Orleans, but the Pels 
were the pride of the Southern during the Gilbert era. Larry was 
named manager of the club in 1923 and remained through 1938. He 
had five championship clubs and finished out of the first division 
once 

‘What had caused the minors in general and the Pels in par- 
ticular to crash?” I asked Larry. 

‘That lake out there,” he said, pointing towards Ponchar- 
train. “See those boats and people fishing. Air conditioning. 
Folks don’t want to get out of a room like this.”’ He then pointed 
to the picture of the 1934 Pel champions. ‘“‘No pennants.” 

Mrs. Gilbert wanted to show us the house, and we strolled past 
a row of trophies won by their sons, Charlie, Tookie and Larry Jr. 
In other rooms, there were other mementos of the rich past, and 
Larry talked about Johnny Nee, whom he had seen for the last time 
in March, Ted McGrew and others. 

I was admiring the beautiful house, which you couldn’t buy for 
100 grand. It reminded Larry of Tom Shehan’s first visit to Pel-Dell 
and his quip: “This place is proof that you didn’t have many rainy 
Sundays in baseball.” 

He didn’t. Nor many rainy weekdays, either.

Drugs Score 
New Gains in 


War on TB 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 

Several good drugs are capable 
of eradicating tuberculosis. Strep- 
tomycin and isoniazid have been 
in use for a decade. So has PAS 
(para-aminosalicylic acid), which 
represents an excellent supporting 
drug to the others. Pyrazinamide, 
viomycin, and cycloserine are less 
potent but prove effective in many 
instances as a secondary measure. 


Until two or three years ago, 
chemotherapy was used as a last 
resort. We relied upon nature, 
along with bedrest and lung col- 
lapse therapy, but when these pro- 
cedures failed, anti-tuberculosis 
drugs were administered. Delay 
was occasioned by the fear that 
the tubercle bacillus would be- 
come resistant to streptomycin, 
isoniazid, and PAS. 

Then the policy became more 
aggressive. Physicians decided to 
throw the medical kitchen sink at | 
the patient early in the game. | 
Combinations of two or more 
drugs are given in full dosage to 
kill the germs before a resistant 
strain has a chance to develop. 
Surgery or lung collapse is kept 
as the ace in the hole in case of 
medical failure. Should all these 
methods fail, the secondary drugs 
mentioned previously are used. 

The surgical outlook is much 
brighter than it was a decade ago. 
In some instances, it is necessary 
to remove one lung. This is the 
most radical treatment of all and 
carries a mortality of 16.5 per 
cent. 

This rate is not too great, con- 
sidering that extensive tubercu- 
losis exists and the outcome is 
poor to begin with. Many patients 
do well with lobectomy, in which 
a single lobe is removed; here the 
mortality rate drops to 3.3 per 
cent. When the lesions are smaller 
and less lung tissue is involved 
the rate is only 1 per cent. 

When a patient formerly was 
discharged from the sanatorium, | 
he was told his disease was ar- 
rested. X-ray showed that the 
lesion was replaced with scar tis- 
sue and telltale evidence of tuber- 
culosis remained. But when the 
arrested or healed lesion is re- 
moved surgically, for practical 
purposes, the patient is cured. 

This type of surgery is not rec- 
ommended until medication has 
been stopped for several months 
and the disease has been quiescent 
for a time. Modern surgical treat- 
ment of tuberculosis is applicable 
to other diseases of the lung in- 
cluding tumors, emphysema, and 
blood clot complications. Results 
are most encouraging.

House Unit Votes U.S. Pension Rise’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 \(P—A 
to increase pensions for retired 
widows was approved today by a 
sul.committee.

Do Unions Chase 


Industries South? 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Several broad trends stand out boldly in the mar- 
ginal notes left over from our nine- -day, 1,200-mile 
survey of industrial development activities in middle 
and south Georgia. 

Not the least important is the impact of Nor thern 
labor unions on this state’s economic development. 

This subject gets little direct acknowledgment here. 
Yet it is cited as a prime new plant determinant in one com- 
eematr! atter another, usually in connection with such whispered 
eum ASICS AS, “Now don’t quote me or name our 
—— stown, but . 


Then comes a frank admission that “Plant 
X” probably set a new speed record in running 
‘away from a militant or racket-ridden union that 
was slowly but surely strangling it to death in 
ge Obie or Michigan or Pennsylvania or similarly 
located state. 


This is followed by glowing praise of Georgia’s 
“Right to Work” law, which provides essentially 
that no person may be forced to join (or resign 
Jim Montgomery {r0m) a union in order to obtain or hold a job. 

Organized labor holds that such laws are merely subterfuges 
that permit greedy management to exploit workers. 

But any such exploitation is certainly kept within some sort 
of limits by the federal minimum wage law that provides base pay 
of a dollar an hour for anyone engaged in the handling of products 
fed into interstate commerce. 

Though often well below the prevailing union wage scale in any 
given industry, this $40 a week pay rate hardly means starvation 
for workers in the many Georgia plants where it exists. 

Granted it is nigh on impossible to support a family on eight 
bucks a day, less taxes, etc. 


But in most such plants the minimum wage is paid to the 
wives and daughters of farmers, giving their families supplemental 
income from industries ‘“‘that probably wouldn’t be in business here 
or anywhere else if they had to pay union wages.” 


Communities with such plants have long worried about any pos- 
sible union organizational activities, though at the same time they 
have stoutly maintained that organization would be naturally re- 
sisted by Georgia’s ‘“‘independent-minded, homogeneous’’ workers. 

Now they are admittedly relieved by Congressional exposure of 
high-level racketeering in some unions, which they say has sharply 
curtailed the activities of Southern organizers. 


Working conditions in many of Georgia’s minimum wage plants 
appear pleasant enough, and those that have lagged behind are 
being forced to improve in order to keep their trained workers from 
leaving for newer plants that provide air conditioning, cafeterias, 
good lighting, spaciousness, etc. 

Many organizations and resources have claimed and been given 
credit for this state’s industrial development. 

But in many instances, no influence has been more important 
than the activities of strong Northern labor unions—especially those 
whose leaders have either abused their power or-made demands too 
burdensome for continued profitable operation. 


Traveling through the state, one gets the impression that 
organized labor may be its own worst enemy. 


No less apparent is the fact that its not-so-loyal opposition, as 
exemplified in Southern management circles, 1s quick to capitalize 
on union-made boo-boos.

Forbes Asks Fight 
On ‘Exploitation’ 


Businessmen must get into pol- 
itics and government or face the 
possibility of being forced out of 
business by “‘self-seeking’’ legis- 
lators who regard industries not 
as assets, but as a new source of 
political exploitation. 

That was the warning here 
Monday of T. M. Forbes, execu- 
tive vice president of the Cotton 
Manufacturers Assn. of Georgia. 
His remarks came in a speech 
before the Atlanta Rotary Club. 

‘‘A few legislators,”’ Forbes 
said, “are looking upon Georgia’s 
industries not as assets to be 
preserved, but rather as a new 
source of political exploitation in 
terms of employe votes and cor- 
porate taxes.” 

He described such legislators 
as for the most part young lib- 
erals from a generation which, 
he said, is indoctrinated with the 
principles of ‘‘New Dealism and 
Fair Dealism that characterized 
our national government for 20 
long years. 

“Too many of them have run | 
on platforms of giving more pub- 
lic money and more public assist- 
ance to more people than did 
their predecessors, or than is 
promised by their opponents,” 
Forbes added. 

“Many. of them, being young, 
have not as yet accumlated 


enough resources of their own to | 
give them a proper appreciation | 
of the personal and property 
rights of others,” the official con- 
tinued.

Dixie Rails Won’t Boost 
Freight on Many Items 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (#—The railroad industry 
today moved to make newly authorized further freight 
rate increases effective Aug. 26, but Southern carriers 
published a long list of items on which no new advance 


will be made. 

The action in the South stems 
from the position taken by the 
Southern Railway System, largest 
in the territory, opposing fur- 
ther blanket rate increases. 

14 PCT IN EAST 


Eastern and Western lines filed 
tariff notices with ICC which will 
generally raise their rates by an- 
other 7 per cent two weeks from 
today, as authorized by ICC last 
Tuesday. 

This gives the East a total of 
14 per cent advance and the 
West a total 12 per cent increase 
in the recent rate proceeding in 
which railroads in these two terri- 


tories sought a total 22 per cent 


increase. 


Most Southern railroads sought 
an over-all 15 per cent increase, 
but the territory came out of the 
proceeding with a total 9 per cent 
increase authority. 

Southern Ratway dropped out 
of the proceeding after an emer- 
gency 5 per cent rate increase 
was granted the territory last 
February. However, the ICC said 
Southern Railway had filed for 
selective increases and other 
Southern carriers had advised 
they will adopt Southern Rail- 
way’s formula, withholding fur- 
ther increases on carload move- 
ment of these items:
